The city of ]Tt. Wayne, which was 


last week visited by tha TIMES-DEMO- 
CRAT for the puijiose of yetting 
data on the paving subject for the 
beuetit of Lima's taxpayers, furnishes 
another illustration of the vast differ- 
ence between asphalt and brick pav- 
ing which can be readily seen. Cal- 
houn, the principal business street, 
and a number of other thorough fares 
are laid in cedar Mocks, which are 
fast giving out and the streets thus 
covered reseuib'le a corduroy road. 
They will be taken up and the prop 
erty owners are clamoring for as- 
phalt. 


The first asphalt paving was clone 


in Ft. Wayne in 1889, on West 
Wayne street, which passes througl 
about the center of the town. The 
street is laid with a six-inch concrete 
foundation, one-half incli binder, and 
two indies of asphalt. The street 
was paved by the 
same 
asphalt 


company, now at work there on other 
streets, and for several years was the 
only asphalt paved street in 
Ft 


Wayne. The result is that every one 
flocked to that street and still does 
Ti'arruers, teamsters, etc., who either 
have business in that part of the 
city, or are coming Into the city, 
drive out of their wav to reach the 
asphalt, and the street is in hare 
usage all the time but does nut show 
the least, wear and lias not undergone 
a cent's worth of repair.

riders, etc., use the street and the 
property has been greatly increased 
In value thereby.- As a property 
owner said to the TUIKS-DEMOCIUT 
representative: "Our experience 
is that asphalt- draws travel, anc] 
everyone knows that the number uf 
people who pass a piece of property 
sots the value of the same. 


There liave been many times the 


number of people pass on our street 
in a day since we have had asphalt 
down than before, and we value oui 
property accordingly.

tive visited city engineer Randall In

who are well known to Lima people 
who were .seen and asked to express 
themselves for Lima's benefit, was 
Mr. Goo.

Following is what a Ft. 
Wayne 


paper says of asphalt after both it 
and brick have been In use there 
several years; 


"Asphalt is the most durable of 


the 
smooth . pavements and 
the 


smoothest of durable pavements. - It 
Is, in reality, a sandstone, the asphalt 
acting only as a cement to hold the 
particles of sand together, and it has 
a greater, durability than ordinary 
sandstone, owing 
to the 
ductile 


nature of the cementing material. 
It is not as durable as granite, but is 
far more durable thin wood or brick. 
Many streets paved with Trinidad 
asphalt are nowjn perfect order after 
ten years' use without ever having 
been repaired. 


"The smooth and uniform surface 


of the asphalt reduces the force of 
traction to one-third or one-fifth as 
compared with various stone pave- 
ments, and one-twelfth as compared 
with gravel roads; it increases the 
carrying power of horses by corres- 
ponding amounts from
